closures of graft this week. 
In sev­ 
eral hundred churches an unusual fea­ 
ture of the Easter services was the 
reading of a circular letter issued bv 
a civic committee urging the members 
of every congregation to attend an in 
dignation mass meeting to be held 
some day this week. 
Sermons were 
de signed to arouse public condemna­ 
tion of such practices as have been 
revealed and on such texts as “ truth 
crucified w ill rise transfigured” les­ 
sons in civic cleanliness were drawn 
by many pastors. 
It having 
been 
pretty thoroughly 
established, according to District A t­ 
torney W illiam A. Blakeley, how at 
least $102,500 was used in influencing 
legislation, tile source of the money 
and th** dispensers of it are to be the 
focus of the grand ju ry’s attention 
when that body resumes work after 
a two days’ recess. 
A considerable 
portion of the bribe fund is charged 
to certain hanks which sought to get 
the city deposits. 
They succeeded, 
but it is the desire of the grand jury 
that the bank deposit ordinance tx 
rescinded and 
the banks, if 
found 
guilty, be deprived of the use of city 
money. 
It is known that representa­ 
tives of the banks are to be called to 
testify. 
The six 
banks which have 
been 
named by the grand jury as involved 
in tile scandal are the Columbia Na­ 
tional, the German National of Pitts­ 
burg. the Farm ers’ National Deposit 
bank. Second National, the German 
National bank of Allegheny and the

Savings 
and 
Trust 
company. 


Only One Bank Takes Action.

On or before that date a de­ 
mand for a flat rate of 4 cents a 
quart the year round w ill be made 
upon the New York milk dealers, and 
failure to receive such guarantee will 
result In the fanners selling their cows 
and

Angora 
goats. 
Meetings were held every night re­ 
cently during two weeks at the farm 
houses near Monticello, N. Y., where 
the milk question has been thoroughly 
thrashed out.

Paris, March 28.— Another crisis in 
the Balkans has been averted, but per­ 
haps only temporarily, according to 
well informed diplomatic circles here, 
where for months it has been an open 
secret that Bulgaria was determined 
to try conclusions with Turkey over 
the question of Macedonia, either to 
win the province outright, or. at least, 
to secure autonomy for the remainder 
of European Turkey 
Bulgaria for years has made sacri­ 
fices to equip anti train the model 
army which she now possesses, always 
with tile idea of the inevitable war 
with Turkey ahead of her. 
The Bul­ 
garian people' have gradually become 
imbued with the belief that their army 
is invincible and th** acquisition of 
their own independence has left them 
dissatisfied 
that 
their 
Christian 
brothers in Macedonia should remain 
under the domination of Turkey. 
They also realize that they cannot 
long sustain the burden of the army 
on its present footing. 
For the king 
also a successful war would mean th*1 
consolidation 
of

dynasty imposed upon the Bulgarian 
people by the powers.

king and the people, therefore, it ap­ 
pears to be “ now or never.”

The Agriculturist contains the fol­ 
lowing article th a t applys equally to 
Crow Wing county.

terests should not he neglected and 
the report should show that we are 
in the agricultural belt and fully up 
to other counties in producing quali­ 
ties: 
“ When 
the 
census 
enum erators 
make their rounds next summer and 
inquire about crop yields, do not u n ­ 
derestimate your yields with the idea 
that you are thereby dodging taxes. 
The census has nothing at all to do 
with 
taxes. 
Tax 
assessments are 
made by county assessors and the cen­ 
sus enumerators are employed by the 
federal government and census sta t­ 
istics are not seen at all by asses­ 
sors. 
“On the other hand it is very much 
to the interest of farmers that their 
state 
and county should 
get full 
credit in the census for all that it 
produces. 
Minnesota is more fertile 
than 
many other 
localities. Let 
farmers rf other states know the

tle here.

resemble two magnificent golden fans, ; 
striped with deep red at the base and 
fading off into ti pale brow n tint at 
the finely divided points. 
It is hard to determ ine just what is j 
tin* motive of the dance of the birds 
of paradise, but the natives take ad* I 
vantage cf the occasion to secu res pc • 
mens of tho birds without injury to j 
the feathers. 
As soon as it is found I 
that the birds have fixed upon ti p a r­ 
ticular tree for their dances a native! 
builds a little but or blind of palm 
branches am ong the leaves and bere 
ensconces him self ju s t before daylight 
arm ed with a bow an d a n um ber of 
arro w s with a round knob upon tile 
end, instead of a sh arp point. 
A boy 
w aits at the foot of the tree, and when 
the birds have assem bled and beguu 
their dance the h u n te r begins to shoot. 
T he blow of the blunt arrow stu ns a 
bird, which falls to the ground aud 
Is secured by the w aiting boy, not a 
drop of its blood being shed and the 
plum age being uninjured. 
The other 
birds rarely take any notice of those 
that fall until their number bus been 
considerably reduced.—Harper's Week­ 
ly.

A Strenuous Day In the Arctic With 
Peary on the Roosevelt. 
I think th a t none of the m em bers of 
the Teary expedition will ever forget 
the 30th of A ugust. 
T he Roosevelt 
w as kicked about the floes as if she 
had been a football. 
T he gam e began 
about 4 o ’clock in the morning. 
I w as 
in my cabin try in g to get a little sleep 
w ith my clothes on, for I 
had not 
dared to rem ove them for a week. My 
rest was cut short by a shock so vio­ 
lent th a t before I realized th a t a n y ­ 
thing had h appened I found m yself on 
d e ck —a deck th a t inclined to starb o ard 
some 12 to 15 degrees. 
I ran. or. rat her. 
climbed, the deck to th e port side and 
saw w hat had happened. 
A big floe 
rushing past 
w ith 
the cu rren t 
had 
picked iq> the grounded berg to which 
we were attach ed by th e h aw sers and 
dashed it ag ain st the Roosevelt and 
clear along lier port side as if th a t 
thousand ton berg had been a toy. 
T h e berg brought up against an o th er 
one ju st aft of us. and the Roosevelt 
slipped from betw een the tw o like a 
greased pig. 
As soon as tin* pressure was relaxed 
and the ship regained an even keel we 
discovered th a t the cable w hich had 
been attach ed to the floe berg ut the 
stern had become entangled with the 
propeller. 
It w as a tim e for lightning 
thought and action, bu t by attach in g a 
heavier cable to the parted one and 
tak in g a hitch around the steam c a p ­ 
stan we finally disentangled It. 
This excitem ent w as no sooner over 
than a great berg th at was passing 
n ear us split in tw o of its own accord, 
a cube of som e twenty-five or thirty 
feet just missing our q u arter b y only 
a foot or two. 
"B ergs to tin* right of 
them, bergs to th e left of them, burgs 
on top of th em ." I heard som ebody 
say as eve caught our breath at this 
m iraculous escape. 
The ship w as now 
quite at the m ercy of the d riftin g ice, 
and with Hie p ressu re from the outer 
pack the Roosevelt again careened to 
starboard. 
I knew th at if she w ere 
driven any higher on to the shore we 
would have to discharge a large p art 
of the coal in o rd er to lighten her su f­ 
ficiently to got lier off again, so I de­ 
cided to d y n a m ite the ice. 
I told B artlett to get out Ins b a tte r­ 
ies aud dy n am ite and to sm ash the 
ice between 
the It OOSGVG It and 
the 
heavy 
floes outside, 
m aking a soft 
cushion for th e ship to rest on. 
T h e 
batteries were brought up from th e 
lazaret, one of th e d yn am ite boxes lift­ 
ed out w ith caution, and B artlett and 
I looked for th e best places iii the Ice 
for the charges. 
Several sticks of 
d y n am ite w ere w rapped in pieces of 
old bagging and fastened on the end 
o f long spruce poles, which we had 
brought along specially for this p u r­ 
pose. 
A wire from the battery bad. of 
course, been connected w ith one of 
the prim ers buried in the dynam ite. 
Tole, w ire and dy nam ite were th ru st 
dow n through a crack in Hie ice tit 
several places 
in 
the ad jac en t floe. 
T he other end of each w ire was then 
connected w ith th e battery, every one 
got aw ay to a respectful distance on 
the far side of the deck, and a quick, 
s h a rp push on the plunger of the b a t­ 
tery sent the electric cu rren t along the 
wires. 
Rip! 
Bang! 
15< nm; The ship shock 
like a dish cf jelly, aud a colum n of 
w ater and pieces of ice went flying a 
hundred feet into the air. geyser fa s h ­ 
ion. 
T he pressu re of the ice a g ain st 
th e ship being th u s removed, she rig ht­ 
ed herself .iud lay quietly on her cush ­ 
ion of crushed ice. w aiting for w h a t­ 
ever might happen next.—C om m ander 
it.
